CRIME AND LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

If the attempt to assassinate Mayor 
Gaynor were the first case.of ite kind it 
‘would be serious enough to shock the 
nation. But it is not. The circumstances 
of this crime throw it into high relief as 
evidence of the spirit of lawleseness which 
a lax and dilatory administration of crim- 
inal justice hae encouraged if not bred in 
this country. 

The assault upon the mayor of New 
York has a duplicate in the history of 
Chicago. Prendergast’s murder of Mayor 
Harrison was the result of a purely per 
ona] gtudge. Undoubtedly both he and 
the New York offender are to be classified 
as moral defectives or degenerates, but 
that fact does not weaken the lesson 
taught by their crimes. In a community 
under effective social discipline the crim- 
inal impulses of the weak and the abnor 
mal are kept in some restraint, and there 
can be no question that this discipline is 
lacking in the United States. 

Tuw Tarsuns is not preaching a retgrn 
to the unintelligent and groésly inhuman 
rigors of the past. It is in sympathy with 
enlightened progress in the study and 
treatment of the criminal and the mis- 
demeanant. But the moral effect of cer-
